BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 17—A re­ 
port th a t another army man will 
succeed ousted Col. Juan D. Peron 
as vice-president and denunciation 
of the governm ent by the powerful 
Socialist party further confused 
the A rgentine political situation 
today . 
A ttorney -G eneral Juan Alvares 
nevertheless went ahead with his 
plans to subm it a list of civilians 
for cabinet m inistries to President 
Gen. Edelm iro Farrell either today 
or tom orrow. They were ex fleeted 
to be sworn in tomorrow. 
The new spaper El Mundo said 
Gen. Eduardo Avalos, leader of 
the coup which overthrew' “strong 
m an” Peron last 
week as 
vice­ 
president, w ar m inister and labor 
1 m inister, would assume the vice­ 
presidency . He already holds the 
war portfolio. 
Avalos, Farrell and Vice Admir­ 
al H ector Vem engo Lima, the pres­ 
ent Navy m inister, authorized Al­ 
varez to fill the rem aining minis- 
teries with civilians, but apparent­ 
ly uurposely made no m ention of 
a successor to Peron as vice-pres- 
i ident. 
Thus the m ilitary would retain 
the presidency , the vice-presidency

FATALLY HURT 


Employee Of Pickaway Grain 


Dies After Fall Down 


Elevator Shaft 


H erbert C. Melvin, 56. of 411

He said the governm ent would 
have to watch the entire wage- 
price structure carefully to guard 
against inflation. 
"We cannot bend to the pres­ 
sures that would tend to runious 
inflation,” he declared. "We have 
come through the years of war 
with prices and costa kept w ith­ 
in reasonable bounds. It would be 
criminal to give w ay now.” 
Hitting the word "reconversion” 
as "unfortunate,” because it con­ 
tains a sense of going back, the 
reconversion chief said the gov- j 
em inent does not intend to go back 
but "ahead to an economy that 
will give us more jobs, more peace­ 
time production and bigger m ark­ 
ets than we have ever had before.” 
At the sam e time he said 
the 
government m ust create "a clim ate 
favorable to our system of free 
enterprise.” 
"It must see that one part of 
the economy does not prosper at 
the expense of another; that small 
as well as big 
business 
gets a 
chance: that controls over produc­ 
tion and distribution, needed dur­ 
ing the war, are abolished as soon 
as they can be.” 
He said one w ay the governm ent 
can help business, agriculture and

time. No wadays, arm y physicians 
hav e realized the impo rtance o f 
rapidly resto ring sick and disabled 
men to duty and, fo llo wing D r. 
M itchell’s idea, 
hav e dev elo ped 
pro gram s which hav e rev o lutio n­ 
ized the use o f physical and men­ 
tal rest. 
Acco rding to Do cto r F ran k H. 
Krusen o f the Mayo Clinic, pro ­ 
gram s o f physical and mental ac­ 
tiv ity tend to keep patients in a 
much mo re cheerful mental state 
and, furtherm o re, tend to lessen 
the perio d o f disease and the ten­ 
dency to recurrence o f the disease. 


Co nv alescence Reduced 


So me repo rts fro m A ir Fo rces 
ho spitals sho wed th a t the perio d 
o f co nv alescence in certain acute 
catching diseases 
has been re­ 
duced fro m 30 to 40 per cent by 
these pro gram s. One ho spital re ­ 
po rted a reductio n fro m 18 to l l 
days o f ho spitalizatio n fo r pa­ 
tien ts with measles, and a dro p 
fro m 30 to 23 days fo r patient* 
with scarlet fev er. 
A study o f mo re than 600 pa­ 
tien ts w ith a certain type o f pneu­ 
m o nia sho wed th a t o ne gro up co n­ 
v alescing in the o rdinary m anner 
w ith co ntinued rest av eraged 45 
days in the ho spital, while fo r 
tho se giv en the m ental and physi­ 
cal activ ity the perio d was reduced 
to 31 days.

K rusen of the Mayo Clinic, pro­ 
gram s of physical and m ental ac­ 
tivity tend to keep patients in a 
much more cheerful m ental state 
and, furtherm ore, tend to lessen 
the period of disease and the ten­ 
dency to recurrence of the disease 


Convalescence Reduced 


Some reports from A ir Forces 
hospitals showed th a t the period 
of convalescence in certain acute 
catching diseases has been re­ 
duced from 30 to 40 per cent by 
these program s. One hospital re­ 
ported a reduction from 18 to l l 
days of hospitalization for pa­ 
tien ts with measles, and a drop 
from 30 to 23 days for patients 
w ith scarlet fever. 
A study of more then 600 pa­ 
tients w ith a certain type of pneu­ 
monia showed th a t one group con­ 
valescing in the ordinary m anner 
w ith continued rest averaged 45 
days in the hospital, while for 
those given the m ental and physi­ 
cal activity the period was reduced 
to 31 days. There was a recurrence 
of the condition in 30 per cent of 
the patients who were treated with 


According to Doctor K rusen, 
there are but few patients who 
die of heart failure alone, w ithout 
complications. Th# three g rea t 
causes of death am ong patients 
who also have h eart failure are 
the form ation of a blood clot in the 
lungs, pneum onia, end a kidney 
disturbance 
called 
urem ia. 
He 
thinks th a t these conditions are 
more likely to develop under a 
state of complete r„st and m ight be 
prevented by mild m uscular activ­ 
ity. 
It would appear, then, th a t ex­ 
cessive rest may be alm ost as 
harm ful as too much activity. It 
is the middle ground th a t m ust be 
considered. Each p atien t is care­ 
fully studied by the doctor and the 
am ount of effort he is allowed to 
exert during his period of con­ 
valescence is determ ined by his 
condition. 
P atients who have had an opera­ 
tion cannot be told to go home and 
retu rn to work when they feel 
“ strong enough.” 
R ather, they 
m ust be observed throughout the 
period of recovery, and their ac­ 
tivities controlled to bring about 
com plete recovery aa quickly as 
possible.
